on accident statistics that were two 
years old. The number of accidents, 
and the average loss in each, spir- 
alled so high that premiums calcu- 
lated to be moderately profitable 
left the companies “holding the 
bag” for a serious loss. 

This year, more companies an- 
nounce every day that they are 
leaving the automotive field en- 
tirely. Others have decided to 
back out of insurance for drivers 
under 24 — considered the most 
accident-prone. (Statistics for On 
tario show that drivers under 24 
comprise only 17.6 per cent of the | 
driving population, but have 30.6) 
}per cent of the accidents). Many | 
‘other companies have decided to! 
‘leave the car insurance field in | 
Alberta and some other provinces 
| that have proven bad accident rec- 
ords. Alberta has the greatest 
number of motor vehicles per capita 
(about one for every three persons) 
and therefore one of the greatest 
province-wide risks for the insurers. 

The answer to the increasing 
car accident rates? Better roads 
will help. Safer cars will help. 
More police highway patrols will 
help. Some- disgruntied motorists 
claim psychiatric examinations for 
drivers would help. But the fact 
remains that the only real way to 
cut down accidents is for drivers | 
to cut down their speed — and 
their drinking.

Notes From D.A. 


District Agriculturist

Substitute milk feeding in rais- 
ing calves is becoming more practi- 
cal and successful. 

On farms where whole milk is 
sold and it is impractical to pro- 
vide calves with skim milk, it is 
expensive to continue liberal feed- 
ing of whole milk. In other cases 
where calves are being raised, 
which have been purchased, milk 
may be not available for feeding. 

Calves can be successfully raised 


with “milk substitute’ products 
and suitable concentrates. These 
milk substitute products all con- 


tain some skim milk or buttermilk 
powder and can be used to replace 
all or part of the milk usually fed. 

It has been found in experiments 
that it is economical to ship hs 
and feed these products. These 
products are often fortified with 
vitamins and anti-bioties: scours 
as well as other calfhood disorders 
seem less noticeable, 

Pollowing the feeding of these 
milk substitute products, commer: | 
cial calf meals are available on the | 
market. These are very suitable | 
they are about 


powder, grain, minerals and by- 
products. A good calf meal will 
have 25% protein and not more 
than 4‘; fibre, 

The above mentioned products 
are usually mixed with water and 
fed as milk; the meals as a gruel. 
They do not replace hay and grain; 
they are substitutes for milk; other 
feeds are fed the same as if calves 
were on milk. 

Milk is the natural and an ex- 
cellent feed for calves, but new 
substitutes and meals can be used 
successfully in raising good calves.

winter several hundred head of

It was during this period that Mr. 
McCulloch decided that a farmer's 
security lay in diversification, work- 
ing on this principle, he has been 
able to build his holdings up to 
Master Farmer Standards. 

Midway Farms now operate 2% 
sections of land. Three quarter 
sections are leased. Purchase of a 
half section of the leased land is 
presently being negotiated. There 
are 1245 acres under cultivation, of

206 KILLED AT 
LEVEL CROSSINGS 


Level crossings stil] are taking a 
death toll in Alberta as in other 
parts of the country. In September, 
three persons in a car were killed 
in a crossing accident in this prov- 
ince while the fourth occupant, an 
11-year-old boy, died in hospital a 
few hours later. 

A report issued this year by the 
'Board of Transport Commissioners 
|shows 150 persons were killed in 


crossing accidents in Canada last 
year, 
Of these, 91 were jn daytime and 


59 in night accidents. In addition, 
| 465 persons were injured. All were 
{in vehicles struck by trains. In 
addition, 38 persons were killed 
when their vehicles ran into trains, 
jand 237 injured. Also, 18 pedest- 
rians were struck by trains and 14 
were injured,
